There must be no recruiting or 
any other activities carried on in the 
neutral zone which ‘1ave any bearing 
on the prosecution of hostilities. Dr, 
Sacasa and his forces may leave the 
neutral zone by 4 P. M., the 24th of 
December, 1926, by water, with their 
arms if they so desire. Otherwise they 
must disarm and deliver such arms to 
the Cleveland’s landing. force com- 
mander. The radio station may send 
only plain messages and these mes- 
sages must have no bearing on the 
prosecution of hostilities.

PARIS, Dee. :30.—The Franco-German 
coal agreement signed en Qct. 20 .be- 
tween'jthe Westphalian Goal Syndicate 
and’ the French Coal Office will go 
into force on Jan. 1 ‘in all of France 
except the Strasbourg region, -‘vhere 
deliveries remain subject to the Ver- 
sailles Treaty provisions.

indicated that it will be enforced 
without delay. 

Oil officials here, however, do not 
believe that the Mexican Government 
will go so far as to eject the American 
operators from their properties in the 
event of their final refusal to conform 
to the new law. 

None of the principal companies 
operating in Mexico has made arrange- 
ments to suspend operations tomor- 
row, it was learned here yesterday, 
and this was taken to mean that they 
will remain firm in their resistance to 
the Mexican law or expect some modi- 
fication of the regulations before to- 
night. 

Under Article 15 of the new law, the 
companies will ‘voluntarily waive 
their rights” if they fail to comply 
with the law by applying for ‘‘con- 
firmatory concessions’’ to take the 
place of the titles or leases which they 
now hold. It has been assumed by 
some, from the attitude of President 
Calles, that the Mexican Government 
intends to confiscate the properties of 
companies which do not comply with 
this feature of. the law. 

Oil operators familiar with the situa- 
tion in Mexico doubt that the Calles 
Administration will’ go'so far as to 
seek to interfere with the American 
companies for two reasons. One is 
that such action would deprive the 
Governnmient of large revenues from the 
oil companies; the other is that it 
would throw thousands of Mexican 
citizens out of employment. 

Oil men here do not believe that the 
Mexican Government could persuade 
other companies to operate the prop- 
erties should they eject the American 
operators.

Neither Government officials nor 
representatives of the oil companies 
here have accurate statistics regarding 
all the property involved, but unoffi- 
cial estimates, with no pretense to ex- 
actitude, are that many thousands of 
acres with a potential value of per- 
haps billions of dollars are affected.

Two Mexicans Here Wire Senator 
Wadsworth to Avert It. 

José Gaxiola, former Mexican Envoy 
to Belgium, and Ignacio Moran, former

OLD CIVILIZATION DEPICTED 


Dr. Myres of England and Henry 
Field Throw New Light on 
Hitherto Unknown Times. 
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From a Staff Correspondent of The New 
York Times. 
PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—The evo- 
lution of man was traced back millions 
of years to what were called his orig- 
inal forebears, a primitive form of ani- 
mal life, by Dr. W. K. Gregory of the 
American Museum of Natural History, 
speaking today before the annual 
meeting of the American ciation 

for the Advancement of Science: 

Dr. Gregory discussed ten stages of 
human evolution, through marsupial, 
amphibian, reptilian and other types to 
fossilized crossoptergian fishes. . Light 
also was thrown on man and’ ‘what 
were called his ape connections by Drv 
Dudley J. Morton of Yale. 3 

The sweep of history through three 
or four thousand years before the 
classic age of Greece was discussed, 
in the light of great recent discoveries 
in the Mediterranean region, Egypt, 
Asia. Minor, Mesopotamia and India, 
by J. Ll. Myres, General Secretary 
ofthe British Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science, and by Henry 
Field, of the Field Museum at Chi- 
cago, who returned recently from the 
site of the Field Museum and Oxford. 
University expedition at Kish, near the 
Euphrates River. 

Mr. Field said that the controversy 
over the relative antiquity of Egypt 
and Mesopotamia was unsettled. 

“The evidence cannot be definitely 
interpreted one way or the other at 
this time,"’ he said. ‘There is consid- 
erable disagreement about the chron- 
ology when you get ‘further back than 
3,000 B. C. There is no evidence that 
Egyptian civilization inspired Mesopo- 
tamians. The deserts lying between 
them make it doubtful if they could 
have had overland relations at a very 
early period and it is unlikely that 
there was a great water communica- 
tion between them, although the Sum- 
merians were undoubtedly importing 
African slaves at an early time. - 


Describes “Original Ancestor.’ 
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From the study of a vast body of 
fossi{ material and living forms Pro- 
fessor Gregory worked out his ten gen- 
erations terminating in the human 


race, Some of the ancestors may be 
collateral rather than direct, according 
to Professor Gregory, but from the fish 
onward each generation shows stead- 
ily progressive changes toward higher 
and higher forms which gradually cul- 
minate in the last few hundred thou- 
sand years as the human race. 

The so-called ‘original ancestor,’ or 
what would correspond to the “emi 
grant” in an American genealogy, is 
a fossil that was found in the lower 
Devor-ian rocks in Great Britain and 
Russia. Its skull and spinal column 
present the fundamental character- 
istics which appear in modified form 
jin all of its descendants, and its fins 
were suitable for use in creeping and 
crawling, thus forming the evolution- 
ary raw material for hands and feet. 

The ten family portraits in Dr. 
Gregory’s ancestral gallery are the 
following: 

1. The lower Devonian fish. 

2. An ancient tetrapod, or low form 
of amphibian found in the lower coal 
measures of England. This has a filial 
resemblance to the fish and other 
characteristics which it handed down 
to its descendants. 

3. The seymouria, a very primitive 
land-living form, which has many of 
the amphibian features of the tetra- 
pod, but has progressed to the reptile 
stage. This is found in the Permo- 
Carboniferous beds of Texas. 
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4. The thermorph reptiles of the Per- 
mian of Texas, a more advanced rep- 
tile, whose skull shows definite prog- 
ress in the human direction. 

5. A creature in the transition stage 
between reptile and mammal,. found 
in the Permian formation of_ South 
Africa and showing in its skull fur- 
ther evolutionary changes in the direc- 
tion of man, - 

6. A smaller cynodont, technically 
classed as a reptile, though a blend 
of “inherited reptilian and «prophetic 
mammalian characters,’’ found in the 
Triassic of South Africa. 


Ancient Opossum Bridges Gap. 
7. An extinct opossum. The seventh 
stage is a sort of dark age in 
palaeontology in which several million 


years is represented by comparatively 
few fossils, but the gap is bridged by 
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an ancient opossum. The opossum is 
classed as a “living fosgsil,’’ having 
surviyed from very old mammalian 
.stock. The forefather opossum, which 
figures here, is represented by a skull 
of an ancient opossum type which was 
found embedder under the skull of one 
of the great dinosaurs of the Creta- 
ceous. 

8. Notharctus. This is the primitive 
primate, heavily endowed with opos- 
sum features, but carrying them for- 
ward toward the higher animals. The 
notharctus made enormous. strides in 
man’s direction by developing an erect 
carriage suited to its tree-climbing life 
and by developing the rudiments of 
stereopticon vision, or the power to 
focus both eyes on one object. This 
is one of the most important portraits 
in the gallery, in the light of the im- 
provements it introduced into the 
stock. 

9. The chimpanzee. It is.one.of the 
chief heirs of the notharctus, and ad- 
mirably carried on the family tradi-- 
tion. It is, according to Dr. Gregory, 
the nearest of the apes to the human 
stem. _. | 
10. Man. 


Details the Various Stages. 


Going further anda describing the ma- 
jor lines of progress from the fish 
‘stage to the present, Dr. Gregory said: 
“To each of the stages described 


above man owes certain ‘basic pat- 
ents,’ or adaptive improvements, which 
have been of critical importance in his 
survival. Thus to certain far-off 
Devonian air-breathing fishes man 
owes the general ground plan of the 
vertebrate skull, the combination of 
primary or gill-arch jaws with sheath-

Light on Prehistoric Wars. 


The march of history over 3,000 yéars 
from a period before 4000 B. C. to the 
development of the history-writing art, 
as it is shown by archaeology, was il- 
luminated by the flashes outlined by 
Dr. Myres and Mr. Field. The vast 


migrations and the world wars before 
the dawn of history were described by 
the British scientist, who told also 
how Egyptian cuiture had crossed the 
sea to Crete and thence to Greece, two 
or three thousand years before the 
time of Homer. 

The vast Sumerian civilization of 
Mesopotamia in 3000 or 4000 B. C. and 
its newly discovered links with India 
were discussed by Mr. Field. 

Describing the picture of the most 
ancient Mediterranean history, as re- 
— * through archaeology, Dr. Myres 
said ; 

“Much the biggest thing that has 
happened in the last generation has 
been the discovery of the prehistoric 
civilization of the Bronze Age in Crete, 
Asia Minor, in the central islands, and 
in Southeastern Greece, because we 
have there an anticipation of the class- 
ical Greek problem of living a civilized 
—* efficient life under Aegean condi- 

ons. : 

“That earlier experiment begins 
about 1500 B. C., and then rather 
rapidly breaks and degenerates un- 
der the double stress ot external pres- 
sure and of internal quarrels between 
Crete and its mainland colonies. There 
a kind of cross-bred civilization grew 
up, which eventually destroyed Cnosus, 
the capital of Crete. We don’t know 
quite why. 


Origin of the Philistines. 


“The other cause of disintegration 
was the breakdown of the older civi- 
lization of the regions north of Greece, 
Thrace, Macedonia and Thessaly, in 
the face of external pressure from the 
people of the South Russian grass 
lands and probably also from the Hun- 
garian plain, with the result that from 
about 1300 to about 1100 B. C. the 
Greek - archi © and most of the 
Eastern Mediterranean were harried 
by free companies of pirates and raid- 
ers who penetrated as far east as the 
Egyptian Delta and the Syrian coast, 
and eventually colonized South Pales- 


‘tine, where they became the Philis- 


tines, 

“Probably the same people moving 
westward settled in. Sicily, Sardinia 
and Etruria, Their most important 
descendants here are’ the historical 
Etruscans, who were-only destroyed as 
a political force in Italy by the Ro- 
mans in the third century B. C. 

“Supplementary to these researches 

in the latter stages of the decline of 
the Minoan (Cretan) Bronze Age cul- 
ture are a series of fresh discoveries 
as to the character of the early Iron 
Age civilization which superseded it, 
from about 10 B. C. to the beginning 
of classical time. 
“Especially important are the exca- 
vations of an early part of the site of 
the historical Sparta which have given 
us a glimpse the barbarous people 
with strong central Buropean tradi- 
tions settling down very far south in 
the Greek peninsula and dominating 
the of the old population. 


Puzzling Points Cleared Up. 


“A good deal that has been difficult 
to understand in the early civilization 
discovered a generation earlier at 
Olympia, at Delphi and on the Acrop- 
olis'of Athehs has been cleared by 


these Spartan discoveries, and astill 
more by the more recent investigations 
of early sites in Thessaly, in Macedo- 
nia and in Thrace, where it has at last 
been possible to excavate inhabited 
sites which cover a long period of time 
and contain usually a burnt’ layer 
which seems to represent destruction 
wrought by the invaders at the begin- 
ning of the Iron Age and the. establish- 
ment of their own villages in the 
ruined sites.

against the rapprochement which may 
follow between Italy and Germany, 
fearing it will be at the expense of 
France. In all fairness it must be said 
that much of the adverse French com- 
ment was due to the attitude of the 
Fascist press in hailing in advance the 
new treaty as marking a great change 
in the BHuropean political situation. 
The terms of the treaty as published 
show that it contains little or nothing 
which does not fit in with the spirit of 
Locarno.

A second suit was launched in May, 
1926, on an allegation that an exchange 
of Mr. Ward’s Class B stock of the 
Aorporation for the Class A stock was 
unlawful.

charging that Mr. Ward, the Ward 
Securities Corporation and Mr. Helms
